Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  been  required  at  very  short  notice  to  provide  an  interim 
annual  report  for  1973.  Much  of  the  information  normally  required  is 
unavailable  and  locally  compiled  figures  for  births  are  ludicrous  since 
virtually  all  births  are  registered  at  the  hospitals,  outside  this 
district.  Deaths  are  only  accurate  to  October  since  deaths  outside 
the  district  for  November  and  December  have  not  yet  been  transferred. 

Infectious  Disease  notifications  show  a sharp  rise  in  measles 
in  the  older  age  groups.  Only  8 of  41  total  cases  being  under  5 years 
of  age.  Vaccination  against  measles  was  not  particularly  popular 

among  the  parents  of  older  children. 

During  the  year,  your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  divided  his 
time  between  this  authority,  Woodhall  Spa  Urban  District  Council  and 
the  shadow  East  Lindsey  District  Council  as  well  as  the  necessary 
preparations  for  reorganization.
